So, too, the fear, born of ego- 
tigm, and issuing in fretfulness, has 
belittied life. We live in an age that 

ches against fear, the fear of pain; 

t this fear is only displaced by an- 
other fear—the fear to trust our 
thought processes and conclusions. 
This is the fear of imbecility. 

“But as man is a creature of um- 
ited powers, only partially discerning 
truth, it is well for him to be modest 
and reverent. , 

“The early settlers realized this and 
were men dominated by the thought 
of God, but for thirty or forty years 
we have been acting on the policy that 
to ignore God is ti.e beginning of wis- 
dom. I do not find fault with the pub- 
lic schools system as such, and cer- 
tainly would not want to see it dis- 
placed by a parochial school, but I do 
object to making the schoo] irreli- 
gieus. If we have a true ideal of life— 
recognizing man as a spiritual being, 
and while we attempt in the public 
school only a part of the educational 
work, there can be no il! effects.

It is the duty of the voters to 
express their faith in the progressive programme 
of the municipality, which is becoming an exemplar 
among the cities of the nation, by giving an over- 
whelming majority for the two issues. Nothing 
will bespeak the security and solidity of these twin 
projects better than a vote such as a patriotic peo- 
ple gave to the aqueduct bonds. 

The projects represent well studied plans and 
well calculated financial results. They comprise 
cause of the magnitude of the schemes, and are 
typical of the adage that “God helps those who help 
themselves. Each voter will be helping himself. 
To provide harbor facilities for the commerce of 
the world that will answer so magnetic an invita- 
tion as the plans provide by making Los Angeles a 
market place of the Pacific second to nonéd, is less 
of A speculation than buying Broadway property 
against a constantly rising market. This commerce 
will come within sight, almost, of the harbor 
even if improvement be not made, but it will pass 
to other ports unless it is made. Safe anchorages, 
roomy wharfage, abundant warehouse facilities, 
prompt distributing systems inland and a rupidly 


the Southwest are facts that maritime business will 

ize. To provide all this prosperity the bond 
issue of $3,000,000 is asked. It is to be expended in 
making the harbor fit for the world commerce that 


is to come five from now when the Panama 
Canal is opened. It is the best chance Los Angeles 
has ever had to help herself and it is a chance that 


will not be presented again. Commerce once at- 
That is the history of 


Pedro harbor. 

If the commerce is to come it means new industry 
for Los Angeles. The ships that bring, carry away. 
We must have cargoes for them when they dis- 
charge the ones they bring. Our orchards, our 
fields, our factories must provide largely for this 
exportation. The Southwest will do its share, but 
Los Angeles must equip itself for factory enterprise 
in the largest way. This is where the correlation 
of the harbor and power bonds displays itself most 
conspicuously. If the power is developed that cold- 


we will be offering to the industries of the country 
an unexcelled opportunity to manufacture at a cost 
that will make power produced by oil and coal a 
high-priced luxury. 

And this great blessing is coming because Los 
Angeles helped herself in voting the aqueduct 

nds. The construction of that great waterway 
makes possible the power development as one of 
the greatest boons do the people. We have cotton 
growing in the Imperial Valley, and the Southwest 
may be destined to be the cotton land of the Pacific 
and in Los Angeles the spindles of scores of mills 
may make the fabrics for the Orient. We have 
labor conditions that challenge the world, the la- 
borer his own master and the capitalist in no dan- 
ger from the machinations of demagogues. Capital 
knows this and when this great boon of cheap power 
is added another great stride toward a magnificent 
municipal destiny, yes, the commercial supremacy 
of the Pacific, has been taken. It is for this end 
that the issuance of $3,500,000 power bonds is 
asked. 

There is no good business man in Los Angeles 
who, having the financial ability te borrow, would 
not bond himself to carry out both the harbor and 
power projects. The people are merely asked to 
capitalize that which is certain to bring abundant 
prosperity to all and in addition to repay its cost 
and earn a handsome income year by year. It is a 
key to a golden future. It is a chance for each in- 
dividual voter to help himself; and certainly Los 
Angeles has benefited so much in the decades just 
past by this policy that she will help herself again 
with unanimity to arouse the admiration of the 
nation. 

We look confidently to an overwhelming vote in 
favor of a great, free and prosperous harbor, for 
which we have fought so long, and for a manufac- 
turing potentiality that has so long been a hope 
and toward which we have already gone a long 
way. 


O SLOWLY HERE. 

We bespeak from our readers a careful con- 
sideration of the change demanded of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission from certain quarters 
relative to the long and short haul. 

The proposition in brief is this: that on the 
transcontinental railroad lines the commerce com- 
mission shall prohibit the hauling of goods 
in any quantity from Boston or New York 
to Chicago for a less rate than from one of the 
eastern points to Indianapolis or any other of the 
inland points between the two extremes. The same 
rule would apply in hauls from Chicago to Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Portland or any other Pa- 
cific Coast point. The clamor is that the railroads 
be forbidden to make a less rate on commodities in 
part carloads, full carloads or trainloads from the 
eastern point to the Pacific Coast terminal than 
would be charged for the same modities in the 
same quantities laid down at Salt Lake or Reno, or 
other intermediate point. | 

Of course the intermediate points are insistent 
upon having this rule adopted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. It would seem very advan- 
tageous, no doubt, to Spokane, Reno, Salt Lake and 
other inter-mountain points if a pro rata charge 
was made to such points on the terminal rate to 
the Pacific Coast as a basis. But the interests of 
interior points of comparatively small importance 
are not the ruling factors in the case. The inter- 
est of the terminal points must be carefully con- 
sidered. In these hauls the terminals are almost 
always on the seacoast. We are coming to a con- 
dition in our manufacturing industries where ex- 
portation of finished products must increase or the 
country cease to develop as it is. developing now, 
if not actually go backward. 


The principle, always recognized ore, is 
that A.. competition justified lower terminal 
rates where such competition existed than for 


there was no water competition. If 
the requested rule is by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission the railroads may see fit not to 
lower the rates to the intermediate points but may 
raise the rates to the seacoast terminals. If 

do the consuming public will receive anything but a 
benefit and the export trade of the country must 
languish; If the railroads are forced to raise their 
rates at terminal points where water competition 
exists, of course the water carriers will take advan- 
tage of the advance and charge more for their 
service, and here, again, the public will get the 
worst of the agitation. 

We do not say that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission should not be empowered to deal with 
cases where the discrimination against the interior 
point is marked, where an excessive charge is 
made for hauling freight between any two given 
points. Make the rates fair and equitable, but do 
not adopt the arbitrary rule involved in this long 
and short haul contention. 

The interior points will suffer as woll as the ter- 
minals on the seacoast, for Spokane has rivals, and 
many of them, other than Portland and Seattle, 
The same is true of Salt Lake, and of any other 
interior point. If the rule works in comparison 
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to Omaha and will enable a good many small towns 
to take away more or less of the trade from the 
large interior pointe. 

Nor would the country generally benefit. The 
railroads might so adjust their rates as not to suf- 
fer any particular inconvenience, but if the large 
wholesale importing houses are destroyed all the 
people wilf suffer. A point must have 
a considerable back country around it or it cannot 
realize its ambition. It takes advantage of large 
capital with immense warehouses and all facilities 
for handling commodities in great quantities to 
constitute a distributing center. Supposing we have 
this rule put into effect.. Will Needles be able to 
carry a complete supply of mining machinery? The 
cost of hauling from St. Louis or Chicago to Los 
Angeles, where there is water competition, is lower 
than to San Bernardino or Needles. But by means of 
these facilities we have large wholesale houses with 
all the facilities for doing large business built up 
here. That cannot be at small interior pointe. 


over all the territory. The effect carried to its last 
extreme would be to destroy all wholesale business 
and force all merchants down to a retail basis.

The whole Pacific Coast is proud of the 
fact that the New Year is annually ushered in in 
Southern California with a magnificent pageant 
of flowers. The East may be, generally is, suffer- 
ing from blizzards about that time, but in the 
Crown City the glorious flowers of the wonderful 
Southland form part of a moving exhibition without 
parallel in the rest of this great country. 

Few, however, of the thousands of people who 
annually view the magnificent floral parade in the 
lovely city give a thought to the financial problems 
which bother the men who jointly form the main- 
spring of the tournament. The directors of the 
association are obliged ta cut their flowery cloth 
according to the amount of money at their disposal 
and ofttimes this is insufficient to justify them in 
making as elaborate a. programme as would 
wish to arrange. For this, of course, they suffer 
criticism—the American public is distinctly gener- 
ous in its criticism, especially of the adverse kind. 
"Tis no bed of roses that the directors occupy, even 
if roses form so conspicuous a part of the tourna- 
ment which they manage. 

It is now proposed to change some of the men 
and some of the methods in connection with the 
tournament, so that it may continue its glorious 
career and always have a balance on the right side. 
To this desirable end the people of Pasadena will 
all have to strive together. But if they achieve it 
(and they will, for what Pasadena sets out to do 
it accomplishes) let us not forget the men who have 
borne the heat and burden of the day on previous 
tournament occasions. Great praise is theirs, and
